Grip on 
River Line 


USSIAN forces are everywhere 
R holding firm in what has 
become the battle of the 
bridgeheads of the Donetz River, | 
Fighting for them is now in its 
second week. The Germans, accord- 
ing to Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent in Moscow, are bringing 
up more men, tanks and "planes in 
a strong attempt to throw the Red 
Army back to the east bank before 
it has time to regroup for a counter- 
offensive. 

They are finding the Soviet hill 
position at the entrance to Izyum, 
in one of the Donetz loops, a tough 
nut to crack, and are no nearer to 
it now than when they began their 
attack last Saturday. In a series of 
bitterly-fought battles during the 
last four days the Germans __have 
lost nearly 3,000 killed and at least

Other Soviet. strongholds on the 
right bank along the river’s middle 
course between Izyum and Voro- 
shilograd have been attacked in the 
last two days. The German High 
Command is obviously uneasy. about 
the Red Army’s footholds in front, 
of this river defence line, They are 
of great value should the, Soviet 
decite on_an early spring blow, such 
as that with which Timbshehko fore- 
stalled Marshal von Bock last May. 

Heavy concentrations of ‘planes 
behind the Kharkov-Izyum-Tagan- 
rog front, as well as continued 
reports of big German troop move- 
ments from the rear, suggest that 
the Germans expect large-scale 
fighting. 


KUBAN ‘BREACH 

‘A breach of the German defences 
in the Eastern part of the Kuban 
bridgehead—i.e., opposite Novoros- 
sisk—by ‘‘ several Soviet grou “ey 
was, reported by the German News 
Agency last night. It claimed that 
the .gap was eliminated by a 
Rumanian. counter-attack. 

South of Izyum, the Russians, 
after strong artillery preparation, 
and with the support of tanks, have 
launched a counter-attack, German 
radio said last night. 

The radio added, that both 
Germans and . Russians are con- 
centrating strong forces east of 
Byelgorod and Kharkov.— (Reuter. )

The Akarit line has been captured, states Associated Press, and General 
Montgomery s armoured and motorised columns are already in the open country 
of the coastal plain. The Eighth Army has now linked up with the American

The Akarit line was breached, Mr. Winston Churchill announced yester- 
day, following a barrage by 500 guns. A vast Allied air offensive is going on 
over Túnisia in conjunction with the land operations. 


Drive Continuing, Says Communiqu 


The Eighth Army has linked up 
with the American column striking 
towards the Tunisian coast from 
Gafsa. 

Announcing this last night, a 
special communiqué from Allied Force 
Headquarters, North Africa, stated: 

‘The Eighth Army joined hands 
to-day with the Second U.S. Army 
Corps coming from Gafsa. Our ad- 
vance is continuing. The United 
Nations’ air forces are continuing 
their joint actions.” 

The Eighth Army is advancing 
along the whole front, following the 
break-through of the defences on the 
Wadi Akarit line, says Reuter’s 
special correspondent at Allied H:Q. 
The British forces are already in the 
open country beyond, after the 
savage attack on the Axis line by 
the British massed artillery. 


“TOUGH” FIGHTING

Civil Defence 


“1 have not met collectively the 
heads of the other Civil Defence 
services even once during the Fá 
year. Perhaps that fact may help 
to answer your question.”

T. <A. Bouchier Hayes, Dublin 
County Divisional Medical Director, 
Irish Red Cross Society, in answer- 
ing the query: “What is wrong 
with Civil Defence?’ 

Briefly, the doctor’s is shá was 
that, in Dublin city—and almost 
certainly throughout the rest of 
Eire—the services were in a condi- 
which could scarcely be worse. Dr. 
Bouchier Hayes put forward a con- 
structive suggestion. ‘‘ Form,’’ he 
said, “a Central Control Body, 
directed by a competent executive 
chairman, which would be re-: 
sponsible for co-ordinating progress 
and practice Such a body, on 
the lines of the highly successful 
Dublin ,County Liaison Board, could 
set up Area Control Bodies, possibly 
in. each county, under the resident 
police superintendent. It would 
enable the heads of the different 
services to meet regularly and pool 
results and plans. In addition, it 
would serve to keep up the general 
standard of efficiency in all the 
groups. 

“If apathy is to be conquered,” 
said the doctor, ‘‘ we must, in addi- 
tio. to pooling executive work, see 
thai more psychology is use] in tae 
business of keeping the workers 
together.

IRST news of the Eighth 
F Army’s latest victory was 

given in the British House of 
Commons yesterday by Mr. 
Churchill. 

“I have received reports from 
the High Command in Tunisia that 
a new victory has been gained by 
the Desert Army,” he said. “ At 
half-past four yesterday. morning, 
in the darkness of a moonless night, 
General Montgomery ordered his 
main force to the assault of the 
Akarit position north of Gabes. The 
advance of the British and Indian 
infantry divisions was preceded and 
sona á by a barrage of about 500 
guns, which was practically on the 
Alamein scale, 

“The enemy appeared to be taken 
by surprise this attack out of 
the pitch daraness. His fortified 
positions were overwhelmed, and by 
noon all the dominant key points 
were in our hands. A hole had 
been blasted in the centre of the 
enemy’s twelvé-mile defensive line 
through which our armoured and 
mobile forces were immediately 
ordered to advance. 

‘The enemy now fought with 
savage vigour to restore the situa- 
tion, but all his counter-attacks were 
repulsed. The advance of the British 
armour continued, and by nightfall 
the open country had been reached. 
Over six thousand prisoners have 
been taken so far.

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REJECTS 
£300 

GRANT 


HE annual grant of £300 from 
‘| the Government to the Royal 
Hibernian Academy has been 
rejected by the Academy this yéar, 
n frish Times _ reporter learns, 
ecause of the Government’s in- 
sistence on attaching conditions to 
the grant. When the cheque was 
received this year by the Academy 
they were informed that it was 
being sent subject to the condition 
that the work of members of the 
Academy’s schools be inspected by 
an official of the National College of 
Art. The Academy refused to 
accept. this condition, returned the 
cheque, and the matter still is in 
abeyance. 
The Academy’s attitude is based 
on the fact that this grant has been 
given yearly since the Academy 
received its Charter in 1823, and 
was given without any reference to 
the teaching work done by the 
Academy. hey also maintain that 
there is absolutely no obligation on 
the Academy to conduct a school, 
and, therefore, that the Government 
cannot have any right to ilfspect the 
work of the school. 


THE SCHOOLS 


It is true that the Academy has 
conducted a school for many years, 
and a contemporary notice sets out 
that the schools are “ established 
for the study of Art in its higher 
branches; for painting, for draw- 
ing from the living model, and for 
the study of the Antique, and are 
open to male and female students. 
They open on the first Monday in 
October annually, free of charge to 
all students intending to pursue Art 
as a profession.’’ 

In fact, however, the Academy 
schools have not functioned for the 
last two years, because the Academy 
authorities have not been able to 
obtain coal, and they maintain that 
it is impossible to conduct life 
classes unless they get an adequate 
supply of fuel. So far, attempts to 
obtain what they consider an 
adequate supply of fuel have failed. 

In normal times there are about 
thirty-five students at the Academy, 
chiefly engaged in the study of 
painting and drawing, and the 
teachers are chosen from among the 
leading members of the Academy. 


SIMILAR INCIDENT 


A dispute on something like the 
present lines arose between the 
Academy and the Government under 
the British régime, when it was the 
practice for the Government to send 
an inspector to look at the work that 
was being done in the Academy 
schools, and on a certain occasion the 
Government chose to assert that they 
cid this as of right. The Academy 
strenuously fought this view, and it 
was finally agreed that they were not 
under any obligation to submit to in- 
spection. 

In 1945 the Academy holds its 
view as strongly as it did under 
the British rég:me, and its members 
look on the. Government action as 
being an attempt by the State to in- 
terfere with the autonomy ofa long- 
established cultural society. 
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Japanese Now 
20 Miles from 
India Border 


RITISH forces grouped above 
RB Donbaik, in North-Western 

Burma, have fallen back to the 
north, and the Japanese at their 
nearest point are about twenty miles 
from the India border. The with- 
drawal was necessitated by Japanese 
infiltration across the Mayu River, 
threatening British communications 
between the hills and the sea. The 
British and Indian troops north of 
Donbaik were cut off by Japanese, 
who crossed the Mayu mountain- 
range, They mopped-up the Japa- 
nese, who laid an ambush near 
Indin, and got away with their 
equipment and guns. 

Japanese forces have attacked 
again in Burma after a lull lasting 
several weeks, and have developed 
a move against the exposed Allied 
northern flank on the Mayu 
Peninsula, says a Reuter message 
from New Delhi. By infiltrating 
across the Mayu River, south of 
Kwazoc, they threatened Allied com- 
munications in the strip between the 
hills and the sea, north of Donbaik, 
and. to meet this out-flanking move- 
ment, adjustments have been made 
in the Allied positions on the 
peninsu!a. 

An official statement accompany- 
ing the Allied communiqué disclosed 
that the Japanese had infiltrated 
into the Atet Nanra area, 16 miles 
north of Buthidaung. After last 
month’s re-adjustments on the Allied 
line on the Mayu, it was inevitable 
that a withdrawal to some 15 miles 
north of Rathedaung had exposed 
the flank of the peninsula. The 
Japanese move was hot unexpected. 
—(Reuter.)

Britain’s 


Currency 


Plan 


RITAIN’S suggestions for an 
[3 International Clearing Union 
for the future economic order- 
ing of the world are contained in @ 
White Paper, published yesterday. 
The chief purposes of the scheme— 
known as the Keynes Plan—are to 
provide a generally acceptable 
means of payment between nations, 
to ensure that any alterations in the 
exchange values of national cur- 
rencies are made as the result of an 
orderly international procedure, and 
not by unilateral action, and to re- 
lieve from excessive strain any 
nation finding temporary difficulty 
in meeting its obligations to make 
payments abroad, while at the same 
time subjecting it to a gradual pres- 
sure towards restoring a position of 
balance. | 
The plan, which is put forward 
as a basis of discussion, aims at the 
promotion of a steady expansion in 
the flow of international trade, and 
so of an improvement in the stan- 
dard of life of the participating 
countries.

All the 
United Nations will be invited to 
become original members of the 
Union, and other States may be in- 
vitéd to join later. Special condi- 
tions might be applied to ex-enemy 
States. 


RIGHTS OF STATES 


Member States would agree to the 
initial values of their currencies in 
terms of ‘‘Bancor.’’ These values 
could not subsequently be altered, 
except under certain conditions, and 
members would not purchase gold 
in excess of that value. Each mem- 
ber would be assigned a quota— 
fixed, it is suggested, on the value 
of its foreign trade—and the quota 
would determine a State’s right to 
enjoy the credit facilities provided 
by the Union. Member States would 
accept payment of currency balances 
due to them from other members 
by transfer of ‘‘ Bancor’’ to their 
credit in the books of the Clearing 
Union, and could overdraw, pro- 
vided their debits balances did not 
exceed their quota, 

It has sometimes been maintained 
that the standard of living of some 
sections of the Irish people is on an 
‘“‘imperial”’ scale, and beyond the 
country’s means, especially in its 
present state of industrialisation. 
The Keynes report says that if a 
country lacks the productive capacity 
to maintain its standard of life, then 
a reduction in this standard is not 
avoidable. ‘‘If its wage and price 
levels, in terms of money, are out 
of line with those elsewhere, a change 
in the rate of foreign exchange is 
inevitable. But if, possessing the 
productive capacity, it lacks markets 
because of restrictive policies 
throughout the world, then the 
remedy lies in expanding its oppor- 
tunities for export by removal of 
restrictive pressure.”

“I think,” he said, ‘‘ this 
House has discredited itself’ in the 
way it has A ae this matter.” 
ER said that he was 
prond of being the instrument 
through which certain provisions of 
the bill were introduged, such as 
nurses’ pensions. 

General MULCAHY wanted the 
bill postponed until next week for 
an assurance from the Minister that 
‘‘ inconsistencies and injustices ” in 
the bill would be removed. His pro- 
osal was defeated. 

General MULCAHY asked what 
‘kind of a social education could be 

iven to the children of a man who 
fad given his life for his country 
when they were required to live with 
their mother on a pension of 28s, 6d. 
a week. 

Mr. E. COONEY expressed sur- 

rise at the way General Mulcahy 
had criticised a bill which was a 
definite improvement on the two 
previous pension measures ‘assed 
while he had been Minister for 
Defence. 


NURSES’ PENSIONS 
The MINISTER, replying, said 


that in no previous bill had there 
been a section to provide pensions 
for nurses, who might contract 
disease or sustain injuries in the 
course of the services they were 
giving to this country. He would 
not penalise a single soldier, whether 
he was thinking of marrying or not, 
by reducing the 52s. provided in the 
bill to 26s He had turned the 26s. 
for the soldier into 52s. and left the 
10s. for the wife. He understood 
that under this or the next Govern- 
ment there would be family allow- 
ances, and, if so, soldiers’ children 
would get the allowances, and their 
benefits under this bill ‘would not 
interfere with that. 

The bill passed its final stage by 
54 to 31 votes. 


THE GAELTACHT 


Moving for £9,679 for Gaeltacht 
services, Mr. EAMON KISSANE, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Lands, said that it 
showed a decrease of £34,989 on that 
of the previous year. ‘That was 
occasioned by the greater amount 
estimated for appropriation-in-aid. 
The estimhted expenditure, apart 
from workers’ wages and other pay- 
ments, met out of appropriation-in- 
aid, showed" an increase of £1,666. 

Appropriations-in- aid were esti- 
mated to show an increase of 
£36,655 over the-previous year: Of 
that increase, £27,400 applied to 
fural industries, £7,995 to the xelp 
and seaweed industry. and £1,370 te 
the food-carrageen industry.
